It is a simple m atter to induce the 
birds to build their nests near our 
homes if we hut provide suitable shel­ 
ters. 
These must be so situated that 
the birds w ill not only have ample 
protection from cats and other bird en­ 
emies, but have the feeing of security, 
and of course the houses must be firm­ 
ly fastened so they w ill weather the se­ 
verest of storms. 
If you have a back 
yard, the problem of finding secluded 
locations is an easy one, and a gar­ 
den near by that will turnish seeds and 
insects, and a fresh supply of water for 
drink and bath are additional induce­ 
ments which w ill make your chances 
of securing bird tenant- almost cer­ 


tain. 
A common box, properly arranged, Is 
just as much of an attraction to birds 
as a house on which a large amount of 
time has been spent in working out J 
ornamental roofs, steeples and door­ 
ways, but of course for the sake of ap­ 
pearances, a house should be ot a nea* 
design and he carefully built. 
The bird ark shown in Fig. 1 is 
one of the simplest houses a boy can 
make. 
A starch box, or a box 
of 
about the same proportions, should be 
used for this. 
Partition off the inside 
of the box into two compartments, as 
shown in Fig. 2, and 
bore 
a 
hole 
through each end, near one corner, for 
doorways. Then nail the cover boards 
to the box. 
You w ill notice that tne 
box is mounted corn»*rwise upon 
its 
support; 
this 
is 
done so the adja­ 
cent sides of the box will form a pitch­ 
ed roof that w ill shed water readily. 
The eaves of the roof are formed by 
nailing strips of the length of the roof 
boards to their edgf‘8, and for the pro­ 
jections over the ends 
four 
strips 
should be cut sim ilar to thaï shown In 
Fig. 3, and nailed to the end edges 
of the roof boarcL, 
If you support the house upon the 


top of a post, prepare two blocks with 
right-angled “ bird's mouth' 
cuts 
in 
them (Fig. 4), and nail these to the 
sides of the post. 
Then fas* en the 
box to the blocks. 
Drive a short peg 
into a hole bored below each end door­ 
way, for a perch stick. 
To prevent cats and squirrels from 
reaching the ark, a wide, 
projecting 
collar of tin or sheet iron should 
be 
fastened around the post one foot or so 
below the top. 
The bird cottage shown In Fig. 
5 
contains three compartments. The low­ 
er portion may be made out of a box 
of about the size used for the ark, but 
better results w ill be obtained by build­ 
ing the entire house. 
Box boards w*n 
be good enough material. 
Divide t 
lower story of the cottage through t 
center, as in Fig. 6. and fasten the s 
ond story floor to the top of the par 
^tlon and side walls.
